Teen stabbed in big melee by P’Park

A teen was repeatedly stabbed 
early last Friday morning in Wind- 
sor Terrace across the street from 
Prospect Park, witnesses and cops 
said. 

The 19-year-old was knifed mul- 


tiple times in the back and stomach 
on 15th Street near Bartel Pritchard 
Square, at the southwest corner of 
Prospect Park, after a rowdy argu- 
ment involving 20 youths, accord- 
ing to cops and witnesses. 

“There was a lot of screaming 
and a lot of yelling. These kids were 


out of control,” said Tom Prender- 
gast, whose son filmed the late- 
night commotion from Prender- 
gast’s seventh-floor apartment. 

The altercation started around 
1:30 am with the 20 youngsters 
shouting and arguing on Prospect 
Park Southwest, across the street 


from Brooklyn’s backyard, accord- 
ing to Prendergast, who says his 
son’s video captures the moments 
before the stabbing. 

The video appears to show this 
chain of events: two people trip 
someone; one of the trippers throws 
something at a fourth person at close 


range; and that fourth person gives 
chase, causing the crowd to run in 
all directions. 

Emergency responders rushed 
the victim, whose name has not 
been released, to Lutheran Med- 
ical Hospital where he was listed

No high-rises, 
then no park 

Neighbors: City has broken its 
promise for rezoned waterfront

The city and the developer of a 
wall of luxury apartments on the 
Greenpoint waterfront are holding a 
long-promised city park for ransom 
with their claim that they will only 
make the greenspace nice if two new 
towers are allowed to rise alongside 
it, neighbors said at a community 
meeting last Tuesday night. 

The city had promised to build 
— and said it had money to fund — 
a park at the end of Box Street near 
Newtown Creek, but construction 
of the park stumbled many times 


since it was proposed as part of 
the massive 2005 Williamsburg- 
Greenpoint rezoning. 

Now residents are angered that 
the park’s construction has been 
tethered to the new 77 Commer- 
cial Street project between Box 
and Clay streets that includes two 
30-story towers housing a total of 
720 apartments, and even though 
developers are promising more park 
space, some neighbors say they do 
not want the buildings at all. 

“We’d rather get less [park space] 
and not take the trade-off,” Green- 
pointer Katie Naplatarski said.

A spike in violent crime and 
a decreased police presence has 
Greenpoint residents breaking 
out the walkie-talkies. 

Neighbors lined up to sign 
up for a neighborhood-patrol 
group, after a community 
meeting organized by local 
politicians to address the may- 
hem produced few answers but 
plenty of anger among resi- 
dents who said cops are miss- 
ing in action. 

“I sit out in front of my 
house for hours and no po- 
lice cars go down my street,” 
said neighborhood resident Al- 
ice Wilkowski. 


More than 100 people 
showed up for the commu- 
nity forum on crime orga- 
nized by City Councilman 
Steve Levin (D-Williams- 
burg) and attended by As- 
semblyman Joe Lentol (D- 
Williamsburg), 94th police 
precinct Commander James 
Ryan, and district attorneys. 
The block patrol would be the 
neighborhood’s first in years 
and would consist of volun- 
teers taking dedicated shifts 
to keep an eye out for unsa- 
vory acts. 

Ryan said that crime may 
be up and police numbers may 
be down, but it is not as bad as

Hospital’s last gasp 

Interfaith now heading back to court

Interfaith Medical Center is living 
on a prayer. 

The Bedford-Stuy vesant hospital got 
another reprieve on Monday when a 
judge put off for another two weeks 
deciding on whether it will close, but 
hospital administrators say it has to 
shutter soon because the medical cen- 
ter is running on empty. 

Hospital management and the state 


health department now have until Sept. 
1 1 to come up with a plan to shutter 
Interfaith. Hospital honchos pushed to 
make the deadline sooner because they 
say they can barely afford to keep the 
health care facility open until mid-De- 
cember, which is now the earliest pos- 
sible closure date. 

The hospital on Atlantic Avenue be- 
tween Albany and Troy avenues had 
been set to close in mid-November be-

The homer streak 

The Cyclones’ bats came alive 
last week as the Clones hit seven 
home runs in seven games. The 
majority of the damage came on 
Aug. 25, when the Clones’ hitters 
drove four homers en route to put- 
ting up 12 in a victory over the 
Vermont Lake Monsters. 

During the week, Jonathan 
Clark, Janies “Papa” Roche, 
and Jared King each hit one 
homer, and L.J. “Mini-Maz” 
Mazzilli and Alex Sanchez each 
had a pair. Sanchez’s second came 
during the Aug. 25 explosion, and 
it was the first grand slam of the 
season for the Cyclones. 

Cyclones on fire 

The Clones have caught fire 
at the right time with just more 
than one week to go in the sea- 
son. The Boys of Summer won 
four straight games, leading up 
to Monday last week, including a 
sweep of Vermont. In those four 
games, the Cyclones hit .290 from 
the plate, totaled 32 runs com- 
pared to the opponents’ eight. The 
Clones also hit six of the team’s

seven homers during this stretch. 
But even though the hot streak has 
come at the perfect time of year, 
the stubborn Aberdeen IronBirds 
did not relinquished the division 
lead, having won three of four in 
the same time span to keep a half 
a game division lead. 

Two pitchers 

It didn’t hurt Brooklyn that 
during the streak, the team had 
two exceptional pitching perfor- 
mances to keep the opponents’ 
bats silent. On Aug. 23, Miller 
Diaz struck out 1 1 Lake Monsters, 
while allowing only three hits and 
three walks during the seven in- 
nings on the mound. Juan Ur- 
bina entered in the eighth to notch 
the easiest save of the year, as the 
Clones already led 10-0. 

On Aug. 24, Rob “Not-so-si- 
lent G” Gsellman topped that 
performance with a career day 
of his own. He struck out 13 bat- 


ters, while allowing just two hits 
and one walk in eight innings 
of work. Johnny Magliozzi en- 
tered in the final inning to get 
the quick save. 

Infinity has an end 

Patrick “To infinity and” Bi- 
ondi injured his hand two weeks 
ago and did not play at all last 
week. Manager Rich Donnelly 
would not rule him out for the 
entire season, but said it is doubt- 
ful he will be able to contribute 
to the final stretch for the Cy- 


clones’ season. Biondi batted 
.249 on the year, with 29 runs 
and 14 RBIs. 

The final countdown 

The Clones have less than 10 
games left in the season. If they 
can continue the solid play present 
last week, it will all come down to 
a two-game home set against Ab- 
erdeen on Aug. 31 and Sept. 1. 

The season ends with three 
away games against the hated 
Steeler Division titans, the Tri- 
City Valley Cats. 


Eyeing Bklyn from Utah 


I t is hard for me to draw comparisons with 
the Cyclones players now that I have left 
Brooklyn and returned to my mountain- 
ous home in Utah. The subway has been re- 
placed with my car. The hard carpets and 
dorm-like atmosphere of my apartment has 
given way to the comfortable setting of my fa- 
miliar home. And my one- 
track mind of focusing on 
the Cyclones has evolved 
into many other responsi- 
bilities clamoring for my 
attention. 

But the Cyclones have 
some similar issues, be- 
lieve it or not. 

The conclusion of the season is just around 
the corner, and new things are beginning to 
divert their attention from playing a base- 
ball game to higher planes such as winning 
a division title, making the playoffs and that 
coveted New York-Penn League champion- 
ship. 

Other players start to hear or read their 
own names come up in award races such as 
the league batting champion and stolen bases 
leader. But the players have little to no con- 
trol over these loftier goals. 

Although the achievement would be ful- 
filling and would add a huge bullet point to 
their professional resumes, Cyclones’ man- 
ager Rich Donnelly said the focus is still on 
one thing only — the improvement of the 
players, whether they win or lose. 

“Our guys don’t even know who we’re play- 
ing sometimes, let alone what our record is,” 


Donnelly said. “All they do is go out and play 
and try to get better. If you start worrying 
about what your record is, you’re going to 
be in trouble in sports.” 

The temptation to think about the end-of- 
season accolades and possible championships 
is getting stronger as the season nears its end. 

The Cyclones were half a 
game back from the divi- 
sion lead on Wednesday 
and had been winning 
more consistently. L.J. 
“Mini-Maz” Mazzilli is in 
contention for the league 
batting title, with 72 hits, 
32 RBIs and a .299 batting 
average, all of which lead the team. But the 
players have said they don’t need to change 
their philosophy or their outlook to reach the 
goals they have. 

“We just got to keep hitting and picking up 
some wins and playing some good defense and 
picking up some wins,” first baseman Matt 
“Bright Eyes” Oberste said. “We just need to 
keep doing what we’re doing.” 

Even though I have added responsibilities 
to my list, my focus remains the same as it did 
when I arrived in Brooklyn in June. I cover 
the Cyclones throughout the season without 
getting caught up in the many other distrac- 
tions that will vie for my attention, and as 
Donnelly would say, that’s how I keep my- 
self out of trouble.

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Jay St firehouse gets TLC 

After years of delays, contractor refurbishing crumbling landmark

The 125-year-old Jay 
Street firehouse is finally 
getting a long- delayed up- 
grade. 

Work is under way at the 
city-owned, landmarked 
building in the shadow of 
MetroTech Center that con- 
tains 18 affordable housing 
units and has been slated 
for a complete renovation 
since 2010. 

Workers will restore the 
firehouse to its original, 1888 
look, refurbishing the brown- 
stone facade and tiled roof, 
and installing wooden doors, 
according to a statement by 
Nomad Architecture, the firm

overseeing the project. The 
firm also plans to redo the wir- 
ing and plumbing and rebuild 
a damaged sidewalk vault atop 
the Jay Street-MetroTech sub- 
way station. 

The construction has been 
promised since 2010, but was 
held up several times by the 
Department of Housing Pres- 
ervation and Development, 
which owns the building. 

The project is scheduled 
to take 18 months, wrapping 
up in early 2015. 

The building at 365 Jay 
St. is both a national and 
a city landmark. The five- 
story Brooklyn Fire Head- 
quarters with a seven-story 
watchtower was originally 


designed by Brooklyn archi- 
tect Frank Freeman. In 1987, 
the city approved a plan to 
convert the building into 18 
units of housing for elderly 
and low-income tenants dis- 
placed by the construction of 
MetroTech. 

Since then, its managers in 
city government have come 
under fire for not sufficiently 
keeping up the building, in- 
cluding some withering crit- 
icism from Damon Straub, 
the architect in charge of the 
upgrade. 

“It’s a shame that [the city] 
can’t get their act together on 
this building.” Straub said last 
year. “It and its tenants de- 
serve better.”

Transit museum shows off subway-themed album covers

T he New York City subway, 
more than any underground 
train, has always equated big 
city grunge. 

That’s why the silver and some- 
times red cars, their cluttered in- 
teriors and their graffiti-covered 
exteriors, as well as the well-worn 
platforms where commuters have 
stood since the dawn of the 20th 
century, have so often graced re- 
cord covers of artists who want to 
flaunt their urban cred. 

Now, the New York Transit Mu- 
seum has a new exhibition cele- 
brating the subway on vinyl, put- 
ting on display nearly 40 records 
with the subway system on their 
covers. 

“The first thing people think 
of when they think of New York 
City is the skyscrapers, but those 
are more about wealth and busi- 
ness,” said Robert Del Bagno, who 
curated the Album Tracks exhibit 
and is also the museum’s manager 
of exhibitions. 

“The subway is more of a gritty 
image.” 

The albums on displayrange from 
iconoclastic covers like the Velvet 
Underground’s “Loaded,” Billy Jo- 
el’s “Turnstiles,” and Simon & Gar- 
funkel’s “Wednesday Morning 3 
am” to little -known gems includ- 
ing McKendree Spree’s “Get Me 
To The Country” and Kalaff Luis 
Perez’s “Y Los Pobres Ahi.” 

All of the albums on display came from 
one collector and arranged by genre. 

The exhibit gained an additional di- 
mension when the Michael Jackson es- 
tate contacted Del Bagno to ask if the 
museum would screen the “Bad” movie 
in honor of its 25 anniversary. The short 
film, directed by Martin Scorsese and 
featuring a very young Wesley Snipes, 


was shot in the Hoyt-Schermerhorn sta- 
tion. So, Del Bagno made the movie part 
of the exhibit. 

“I thought that if we are enjoying these 
records this much, other people will too,” 
said Del Bagno. 

Del Bagno tried to track down as much 
specific information about each album 
cover as he could. For many, he resorted

to searching for the producers or photogra- 
phers named on the back of the albums. 

Along the way, he learned a few in- 
teresting tidbits, such as that the Ra- 
mones actually posed in a squeaky-clean 
subway car for the cover of “Subterra- 
nean Jungle” and then were upset when 
their label released the album with air- 
brushed graffiti. 



Back-room rhythms 

Brass band celebrates 10 years at Barbes

T he Slavic Soul Party must go on. 
Rain or shine, snow or sleet, 
a brass band has kept their Tues- 
day night of Balkan, jazz, and funk 
music at Barbes in Park Slope going 
for 10 years now. 

“Usually the nights people think 
you’re crazy to play are often the best, 
like the one right after Sandy,” said 
bandleader and drummer Matt Mo- 
ran, who’ll be celebrating the show’s 
anniversary on Sept. 10. 

“Any one right after a mad storm 
— I love those nights.” 

Since a decade ago, the band has

rarely missed a show, save for the ran- 
dom gig on the road or illness. It’s also 
put out four albums on Barbes’s re- 
cord label, changed its lineup a few 
times as members moved on or got 
burnt out from the relentless pace of 
the music, and sadly mourned the loss 
one of its founding members, Take 
Yoriyama. 

And even though at it’s start, the 
group of musicians regularly outnum- 


bered their audience, now, the Slavic 
Soul Party regularly packs the cozy 
back room of their regular spot. 

“Ten years is a lot of living,” said 
Moran. “I feel like we have really 
grown and created this real solid, 
fiery type of brass band.” 

For its anniversary celebration, 
the band expects to continue push- 
ing itself to stay creative, even after 
all these years. 

“We’re not musicians that want to 
show up and do the same thing over 
and over again,” said Moran. “That’s the 
beauty of Barbes — you can take risks 
and make decisions in the moment.” 
With this milestone under his belt, 
Moran isn’t planning on hanging up the

drumsticks just yet. He sees a 20 -year 
anniversary of Tuesday night shows 
at Barbes in the band’s future. 

“It doesn’t mean we won’t be doing 
other stuff, too,” said Moran. “But I 
don’t see this stopping.” 

Back in 2003, Moran approached 


Olivier Conan, who had just opened 
the Park Slope bar the year before, and 
the rest, as they say, is history. 

“I can’t believe I have walked into 
Barbes andplayedover 500 shows in that 
backroom,” said Moran. “It’s amazing 
to feel the depths of that under you.”

Between lines 

Don’t just listen to the music, read along, 
too. 

A new album from musician and one-time 
Brooklyn resident Richard Buckner is a lit- 
erary experiment in reading and listening, 
where the booklet 
isn’t just for those 
who have a hard 
time understand- 
ing the words to a 
song. 

Buckner sings 
fragmented ex- 
cerpts taken from 
a loosely told tale of 
an insomniac look- 
ing out his window 
at groups of people 
in the streets. En- 
tire sentences in the 
short story that comes with the album are 
turned into lines of poetry in the music. 

A line of the prose that goes, “These static 
arrangements have led you to attempt a rest, 
but you just won’t lie down,” becomes, “You 
just won’t lie down,” in the album’s title song 
“Surrounded.” 

Not only does Buckner’s voice have a sen- 
sitivity that works well with story telling, he 
said he has always been interested in cre- 
ative writing. 

“Non music writing is either as or more 
important to me right now as music writ- 
ing,” he said. 

Even without the additional words, the 
songs stand up very well by themselves. The 
album as a whole sounds incredibly good, 
while including some surprising instrumen- 
tation such as keyboard synths and guitar 
pedals in what is an otherwise acoustic of- 
fering. 

But Buckner’s decision to include the source 
material for the lyrics doesn’t feel like a su- 
perfluous one. Reading is a way of both slow- 
ing down the act of listening to music as well 
as making it a less passive endeavor. Buck- 
ner’s attitude about life is similar. 

“Walk home instead of taking the subway, 
and 99 percent of the time something will 
happen that you’ve never seen,” said the mu- 
sician. “The things that you see will effect 
the way you think about other things and 
hopefully change your perspective.”

Old country 

It’s not personal, it’s strictly business. 

In one scene of a new novel by former Brook- 
lyn resident Frank J. Pennisi, a group of Si- 
cilians wielding flaming wine bottles full of 
gasoline have a confrontation with striking 
Irish workers on the 
Red Hook docks. 

Guiseppe, one of 
the main characters 
in the historically- 
minded “Sciatu 
Mio,” looks out at 
the waterside chaos 
and thinks of World 
War I before quickly 
realizing that this 
isn’t Europe, this 
is New York City 
in the 1930s. 

The book cov- 
ers three genera- 
tions of one family’s story that goes from Italy 
to Brooklyn to Jacksonville, and back to the 
Kings County again, giving readers a lesson 
on Italian history as well as the bloody poli- 
tics of one of America’s biggest cities. 

And while Pennisi’s novel takes readers 
to many unexpected places, it’s not always 
brutal. 

Readers who are unfamiliar with the so-called 
old Brooklyn will be surprised to find Michael, 
the youngest of the three characters in this tale 
of a family tree, enjoying wine with his grand- 
mother — in what was once a common thing 
in Brooklyn, a basement turned into a cellar 
full of home-made bottles of wine. 

In the end, it is perhaps a cliche of this type 
of book, but the central concern is family 
and love. Like any good page turner, there’s 
plenty of romance, deceit, and action, but the 
novel transcends its tropes with an impas- 
sioned insistence that the often stereotyped 
Sicilian people have a story that is both his- 
toric and human. Pennisi was born in 1942 
in Red Hook, and is the only child of Sicil- 
ian immigrants. It is clear that this book is 
very personal.

hese snow cones aren’t for 
kids. 

Carroll Gardens’ famed 
Marco Polo Ristorante is now 
serving up classic snow cones 
with a boozy Italian twist. 

The fine dining Court Street es- 
tablishment famous for its authen- 
tic Italian fare started offering the 
house-made alcohol-infused fro- 
zen treats last week after owner 
and chef Marco Chirico thought 
up the idea for a cocktail in a snow 
cone in a moment of whimsy.

“I was walking by a snow cone 
stand andjoking around saying that 
it would be nice to have a snow cone 
with liquor in it,” recalled Chirico, 
who recently took over the 30-year- 
old eatery from his father legendary 
restaurateur Joe Chirico.

Chirico brought in a mixologist 
to help him come up with the flavors 
for his new line of frosted treats 
dubbed “Amaro Snow Cones” that 
are blended with authentic Italian 
liqueurs andmixed with fresh fruits 
and herbs. 

Flavors for the spiked freshly 
shaved ice that is packed into a 
traditional paper cone cup include 
Campari Strega, made with the 
two liqueurs and mixed with fresh 
squeezed lemon juice, syrup, and 
orange bitters; Bourbon Tea, made 
with bourbon, basil, lemon juice, 
honey, and unsweetened iced tea; 
Aperol Lemon, mixed with Aperol 


and lemon juice; Amaretto Mara- 
schino, made with Amaretto, mar- 
aschino liqueur and heavy cream; 
andZucca Liquor made with straight 
Zucca poured over the shaved ice. 

“When you put the flavors in 
it, it stays super cold and the ice 
doesn’t melt right away,” said 
Chirico, who makes snow cones 
with four-and-a-half ounces of al- 
cohol. “You get to enjoy the ac- 
tual flavors of the liquor.” 

Chirico said he will be serving 
the all-natural snow cones priced at 
$5 daily from 4 pm to 7 pm through 
October from a cart outside the res- 
taurant near Union Street. 


Join in on the speak easy 

Marathon event of speeches invites people to talk

B ushwick residents are experi- 
menting with music, art, and 
now — speech making. 

A marathon session of speeches 
promises to suck the audience in 
for the long haul, testing listen- 
ers’ limits not just in terms of du- 
ration, but also patience. 

“I am hoping that the audience 
will get a little rowdy,” said or- 
ganizer Miles Pflanx. “We are 
going to run a pool on who will 
start a riot.” 

The idea behind the event, un- 
imaginatively dubbed a Marathon 
of Speeches, is that it will bring 
back to what seems to be an an- 
cient idea of the manifesto, of emo- 
tive, propaganda-filled discourse 
that calls listeners to action. 

“Ideology is considered so old- 
hat these days,” said Pflanx. “Ev- 
erything flows along the standard 
liberal and conservative lines. 
There is no more dreaming of a 
utopia or novelty.” 

There are already more than 
30 speakers signed up, and Pf- 
lanx hopes to get to 45 or 50 
by the night of the event. Each 
speaker will have a five -minute 
time limit. 

The speeches will include 
highly charged and impassioned 
talks, political propaganda, and 
brainy self-referential experi- 
ments. 

One speaker, Daniel Crea- 
han, plans to give a speech about

speeches themselves, and how the 
theatricality of speeches, like those 
given by Adolf Hitler, can rouse 
listeners to behave in horrific 
ways that they would not have 
normally. 

To add another level, he plans 
to deliver the speech utterly dis- 
passionately. 

“The speech will break down 
all the techniques and I’ll be mum- 
bling and shuffling all the way 
through it,” said Creahan. 

If the audience needs to take 
a break from the heavy-handed 
pontificating, they can step out- 
side to see words literally float- 
ing away as if weightless. 

Jordan Johnson will be per- 
forming “Letters Take Flight,” 
in which he loads pre-signed 
pieces of papers into his Smith- 
Corona manual typewriter and 
types until he reaches the end of 
the page, which is attached to he- 
lium balloons, sending it off into 
the sky. 

“The helium balloon is a met- 
aphor for the writing,” said John- 
son. “It inflates in the thought pro- 
cess and then it gets exposed to 
air and it deflates.”

Front stage story 

Opera follows the life of tabloid queen

A t 5 feet 1 1 inches, Anna 
Nicole Smith is a char- 
acter with big shoes to 
fill. 

The operatic interpreta- 
tion of the Playboy model 
who gained notoriety through 
her marriage with an octoge- 
narian is coming to US audi- 
ences for the first time at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music 
— and in order to convey the 
larger-than-life stature of the 
woman who tragically died 
from an overdose in 2007, 
the wardrobe includes high- 
heeled shoes, as well as syn- 
thetic breasts. 

“They are actually quite 
light,” said actress and so- 
prano Sarah Joy Miller of the 
chest modification. 

‘ ‘The suit I wear in Act Two 
to simulate the weight gain is 
the most difficult to wear. It’s 
very warm in there!” 

The real AnnaNicole wore 
many hats in her short life- 
time of forty years; she’d been 
a waitress at Red Lobster, 
an employee at Wal-Mart, 
a topless dancer, a fashion 
model, a talk show hostess, 
and 1993’s Playmate of the 
Year among other things. Mu- 
sic though, was not one of 
her known fortes. 

“I don’t know if she sang 
at all, but I would venture to 
say from her speaking voice 
that she had the range of a 
soprano,” said Miller. 

Because Smith was sopublic 
about her life’s ups and downs, 
Miller found it relatively easy 
to get into the role. 

“There is a lot of info 
out there and it has been an 
amazing experience to have

so much at my fingertips,” 
said Miller. “When research- 
ing most opera roles, so much 
detail is unknown. Either that 
or it is a completely fictional 
character so one is limited. It’s 
a completely different experi- 
ence to portray someone who 
has lived so recently.” 


That said, the wealth of in- 
formation on Smith only por- 
tray certain facets of her life. 

“Except for her reality TV 
show, many people don’t re- 
member anything ofher,” said 
Miller. “I think the opera is 
both entertaining and infor- 
mative ofher early years.” 
Good and bad press fol- 
lowed the blonde, buxom Play- 
boy bunny for her beauty and 
stints of questionable behav- 
ior. The latter includes wed- 
ding 89-year old oil tycoon, J. 
Howard Marshall when Smith 
herself was 26. 

“She was exploited both 
by herself and others,” said 
Miller. “This opera really

makes one consider the quest 
for fame and society subse- 
quently feeding it.” 

While it’s the hope of any 
show that the audience will 
connect with the story’s pro- 
tagonist, standing in for Smith 
certainly brought Miller 
closer to the tabloid queen’s 
real persona and instilled 
sympathetic feelings. 

“In rehearsal the other day, 
our incredible director, Rich- 
ard Jones, said, ‘She had the 
charisma of complete hon- 
esty.’ I love that,” she said. 
“After playing her and re- 
searching her so intensely, I 
would love to have the chance 
to be her friend.”

What does this sale mean? 


Developer Forest City Ratner just 
put a huge piece of the Atlantic Yards 
development up for sale. At first 
glance it appeared as if the company 
was getting ready to flip the massive 
property that it pushed so hard to re- 
zone and walk away with duffel bags 
full of money. Ratner execs maintain 
that they will stay in full control of the 
mega-project, as they are only selling 
a chance to buy into the project, not 
the land it sits on. Wondering how 
Burce Ratner's company could sell 
most of a 16 -building development 
and keep the reins? Don't know an 
equity stake from a T-bone? Let The 
Explainer break it down: 



What, exactly, is Forest City 
selling? 

It is offering investors a chance to 
buy an “equity stake” of between 50 
to 80 percent of the un-built project, 
meaning the buyer would own shares 
in the project. The equity stakeholder 
would not reap profits from the Bar- 
clays Center, the arena built a year ago, 
and B2, the modular apartment tower 
now under construction, but would col- 
lect dividends on the profits that come 
from the remaining 15 apartment build- 
ings the company is yet to construct. 


But if someone owns more than 
half of a development's equity 
stake, doesn't that someone 
control the development? 

No. The offer is packaged so that 
Forest City Ratner will remain in 
charge no matter how much of the 
project other people own, mean- 
ing that a pension fund or even a na- 
tion could buy as much as 80 percent 
of the project and Ratner would still 
run it. 

What is all this about a timeline? 
When will the construction actu- 
ally be completed? 

It is anybody’s guess. Construction 
on the Barclays Center started in 2010 


and both critics and advocates of the 
project were pushing for the remain- 
ing 15 residential towers to be done 
within 10 years, but the company says 
the construction will take a quarter of 
a century. For now, construction is un- 
der way on just one building, B2, and 
Forest City has no date for breaking 
ground on any others. 

So why would Forest City sell 
such a large stake when it says it 
will build either way? 

Cash. Other people’s money is the 
fuel that keeps Forest City’s engines 
running. The developer got a reported 
$300 million in taxpayer subsidies for 
the project before a shovel hit the dirt. 
Asking investors to pay to get the next 
phase of this project off the ground is 
a move straight out of the company’s 
playbook.

day that they happen at the 
intersection of Flatbush and 
Atlantic avenues. 

“What [potential inves- 
tors] get out of it is that 
they get to own a piece of 
an enormous rental devel- 
opment in Brooklyn,” said 
legendary real estate broker 
Chris Havens. “Is there any- 
thing else like this in Brook- 
lyn where you could invest 
that money in one shot?” 

The complex thatis planned 
to include 16 high-rise apart- 
ment buildings with 6,430 units 
is running a decade and a half 
behind schedule, something 
the developer says will stay the 
same whether or not an inves- 
tor steps up to the plate. 

The top-dollar deal is for a 
stake in the 15 un-built build- 
ings, not the almost one-year- 
old Barclays Center — a key 
part of the Atlantic Yards proj - 
ect — or the 32-story mod- 


ular tower called B2 that is 
currently under construction 
at the corner of Dean Street 
and Flatbush Avenue. The 
big purchase is likely to ap- 
peal to managers of pension 
funds and sovereign wealth 
funds, according to industry 
newsletter Real Estate Alert, 
which first reported the possi- 
ble sale. The plan for a tower- 
ing, six-square-block develop- 
ment has faced resistance from 
the jump, sparking indigna- 
tion from people whose homes 
were to be demolished, neigh- 
bors with quality-of-life con- 
cerns, and housing advocates 
who said that company execu- 
tive chairman Bruce Ratner’s 
promises of 2,250 affordable 
apartments were a ruse to en- 
joy huge tax breaks. 

Project foes and support- 
ers alike have pressed For- 
est City Ratner to finish the 
second phase of the project 
— 11 residential towers be- 


tween Sixth and Vanderbilt 
avenues — in 10 years. Con- 
struction has only started on 
the B2 tower. 

Ratner’s company blames 


the snail-like pace of con- 
struction on litigious pro- 
testers. 

“The delays were caused 
primarily by the multiple law- 


suits that were brought against 
the project,” said company 
spokesman Joe DePlasco. 

The company said it does 
not have a date for when it 


might next break ground. 

News of the possible sale 
comes shortly after Forest 
City Ratner announced it 
won a bid to redevelop the 


Nassau Veterans Memo- 
rial Coliseum in Long Is- 
land. The company will in- 
vest $229 million to renovate 
the arena, casting uncertainty 


on the future of the Islanders 
hockey team that is sched- 
uled to move from the Col- 
iseum to the Barclays Cen- 
ter next season.

Barge Park and build the Box Street 
park, according to city representatives. 
If the tower plan goes through, both 
parks will be completed in 2016, ac- 
cording to the city. 

But residents are wondering what hap- 
pened to the money that the city put aside 
to build the park years ago. 

“There was funding for [the park] and 
it disappeared,” said Kim Masson, who 
lives across the street from 77 Commer- 
cial Street in a loft building. “It will be 
there again.” 

Representatives of the city and the 
development company, Waterview at 
Greenpoint, did not respond directly 
to the criticism.

The grilling came on the heels of an 
even larger and more unruly community 
board meeting held to discuss the behe- 
moth Greenpoint Landing project. 


If the city approves both developments 
as proposed, more than 6,000 apartment 
units will loom over the Newtown Creek 
end of the neighborhood — a fact that 
concerns some Greenpointers. 

“The population increase will be 
staggering,” Masson said. 

Neighbors are also worried about 
toxins that could be lying in wait at the 
77 Commercial site — as well as the 
Greenpoint Landing site — since the 
=§ city has not conducted an environmen- 
| tal impact study on those sites in nearly 
3 a decade. 

The community board will vote on 
both projects on Sept. 9, but those votes 
are only advisory and have little bear- 
ing on whether the projects will ulti- 
mately be built. The 77 Commercial 
Street complex does not have a pro- 
jected completion date, according to 
the developer.

T he boys were perfect 
when we picked them 
up from camp: sweet, 
excited, and worn out. They 
had been engaged and ex- 
hausted by activity for four 
weeks. 

“Is it possible that we just 
have perfect children now?” 
I whispered to G, hardly able 
to believe my luck. 

It hardly lasted. 

The first snag came on 
Day 2, when I asked some- 
one to clear his plate and it 
didn’t happen. Or maybe it 
was the one cuffing the oth- 
er’s ear after a small slight. I 
don’t know. The bubble had 
burst, and we were back, all of

said Chris Dunn, a lawyer at the New York Civil Liber- 
ties Union. “That’s something that the next mayor will 
have to think about.” 

The civil liberties organization has warned New York 
government officials about the city’s massive security 
infrastructure before. In a 2006 study, the group found 
4,176 security cameras in Lower Manhattan alone. Now, 
Dunn said, the number of security cameras is so high 
that it is uncountable. 

“Since 2006, there are many, many more cameras 
and there are no more protections,” Dunn said. 

And yet, no civil liberties issue besides stop-and-frisk 
is taking center stage in the 2013 election season and, 
according to a recent survey, an overwhelming major- 
ity of Brooklynites could care less about surveillance. 
In fact, 81 percent of borough residents want more se- 
curity cameras in public places, according to the Quin- 
nipiac University poll. 

“Maybe they like that, walking on the street, some- 
one is watching over them,” said Pat Smith, a spokes- 
man for the pollsters. 

That is certainly how the current city administration 
likes to present it. Mayor Bloomberg and police chief 
Ray Kelly have often pointed to 14 terrorist plots that 
they say have been thwarted thanks to aggressive New 
York police surveillance. The truth is much more com- 
plicated and only two or three of the plots represented 
clear threats, according to a Pro Publica analysis. Of 
those plots, agencies besides the New York Police De- 
partment stopped two and the third, a car-bombing of 
Time Square in 2010, failed only due to the poor bomb- 
making skills of the man behind it. 

But Brooklynites seem to think that more cameras 
do not necessarily mean less freedom of movement or 
assembly. Nearly three quarters of polled residents said 
that the risk of terrorism should not be used to vio- 
late their civil liberties. Apparently all the cameras, 
the federal interception of phone and internet data, 
and new technologies the New York police are look- 
ing into like drones and portable body scanners have 
not raised red flags. 

That is an oversight, Dunn said, because surveillance 
infrastructure allows the people behind the controls to 
invade privacy with impunity. The civil libertarian gave 
as an example the time police used a camera-mounted 
helicopter to film people having sex. 

Not all police surveillance sounds like dystopian sci- 
ence fiction, though. The New York Police Department 
has spied on Muslim neighborhoods and liberal polit- 
ical groups for years the old-fashioned way: using un- 
dercover cops.

avenues. 

Car and bike lanes have been missing for several weeks 
on streets including along most of Dekalb Avenue, Jay 
Street, and parts of Willoughby Avenue. 

The city’s Department of Transportation said the lines 
should return in the next two weeks, but that time-ta- 
ble is not fast enough for the bike boosters at Transpor- 
tation Alternatives. 

“Bike lanes are a backbone of many people’s commute 
and the paint needs to get down faster,” said Caroline Sam- 
ponaro, senior director of campaigns and organizing. 

Car drivers, on the other hand, seem to care less 
about the lacking lanes, which could explain why two- 
wheeled commuters are so antsy. 

“I don’t pay it any mind,” said Shawn Wills of Bed- 
ford- Stuyvesant, stopped at a light on Jay Street. 

Last year, Jay Street was voted worst bicycle route 
in the borough, in part because of its faded lanes. It re- 
mains to be seen whether new stripes will make it any 
less lawless.

cause it is saddled with debt and hemorrhaging over $1 
million per month, according to court filings. 

At the hearing on Monday, the state asked for more 
time to identify replacement health care providers for 
the 300,000 residents who go to Interfaith annually, and 
to find new places for the hospital’s 1,544 employees to 
work. But lawyers for the hospital said the money to stay 
open longer does not exist. 

Hospital administrators have said they tried to save 
the hospital by cutting about $30 million in annual ex- 
penses between 2010 and 2012, but the state demanded 
earlier this summer that it close for good. 

The courtroom was packed with members of the New 
York State Nurses Association and Service Employees 
International Union 1199, as well as neighbors of the hos- 
pital, some of whom offered their own ideas for keep- 
ing Interfaith alive. 

One woman said that she had a “good faith” offer of 
$600,000 for the hospital from an anonymous donor, and 
that others would reach for their pocketbooks if they knew 
their contributions would keep the lights on. 

“This hospital saved my son’s life two years ago,” said 
Cassey McFadden, who has formed a group called the Peo- 
ple’s Committee to Save Interfaith Medical Center. 

Last week, public advocate and mayoral hopeful Bill 
DeBlasio filed an objection to the hospital closure. In 
the filing, he accused the state of plowing ahead to ap- 
prove the Interfaith closure without a legally required 
90-day review period. 

Interfaith could survive in a stripped-down form with 
specialty clinics but no emergency room, an administra- 
tion source said. The opposite set-up is a possibility for 
Cobble Hill’s embattled Long Island College hospital, 
which a judge predicted could operate with fewer out- 
patient clinics but an intact, general hospital core.

in stable condition, police said. 

The shanking left a grisly mess for residents to clean 
up. 

“There was blood all over my lobby door and my lobby,” 
said a Prospect Park Southwest resident who asked not 
to be named, adding that he saw a handful of teens run 
into his lobby after the crowd fled the block. 

No arrests have been made and the investigation is 
ongoing, officials said.

it seems, claiming that some of this year’s crimes hap- 
pened within a homeless shelter that opened last fall af- 
ter much controversy, although he could not cite a spe- 
cific number. Ryan also said that his precinct has shrunk 
along with the city’s police force, which has lost 3,500 
officers since 2002. 

The meeting followed a highly publicized series of 
home invasions and sexual assaults in Greenpoint, as 
well as a pistol-whipping in broad daylight that left a 
man hospitalized. 

There have been 72 felony assaults in the area so far 
this year, compared to 54 this time in 2012, according 
to police statistics. There have been 12 rapes and one 
murder in the same period, up from five and zero last 
year, the stats say. 

Assemblyman Lentol said he plans to get tough on 
crime by re-introducing state legislation that would clas- 
sify home invasions, in which someone enters a home 
by force and injures the occupant, as a separate, more 
serious crime from burglary.
